LONG ISLAND DOES THE SAME THING. 


‘The Cleveland People Take It Out 
in Red Fire and Brass Bands, 


WHILE MR. HILL GETS ALL THE VOTES. 


‘The Returns Show That Cleveland Is Not 
in the Race,and That Hill 
Stands Alone. 


New York, February 17.—{Special.]—Ten 
assembly districts in this city held their pri- 
maries tonight and elected Hill delegates to 
the democratic state convention. 

Tho primaries of the twentieth district were 
held last night, and the other districts will 
elect their delegates tomorrow: night. 

The entire delegation from the city will 
be for Hill. The mugwumps will make no 
effort to capture the delegation in any district, 
They know well enough that they have no 
votes toamount to anything. The delegates, 
with fow exceptions, will bo well-known busi- 
mess men. No ‘local office holders will be 
elected. A light vote is expected at all tho 
city primaries, because there is no question of 
the result. 

Long Island City elected a solid Hill delega- 
tion last night, and Sing Sing did the same 
today. The Brooklyn and Kings county dele- 
gation will be solid. 

The indications are that Cleveland will have 
less than twenty delegates in the stato con- 
yention out of 384. 

In this city there is no excitement over the 
election of the delegates. The mugwump 
leaders will not vote. They prefer red fire and 
brass bands to actual work. They protest, and 
Hill gots the votes and the delegates. 


HOW THE DELEGATES STAND. 


The Cotunties Continuc to Declare in Favor 
of Mr. Hill. 
Avany, N. Y.; February 17.—[Specia].]— 


_ The selection of delegates to the state con- 


yention is progressing most satisfactorily. The 
thusiasm is unabated, and the success of the 
Hili forces uninterrupted. In many of the 
assombly districts the tight for the choice of 
delegates has been sharp, and the success of 
the Hill men has been due to superior manage- 
ment. Thereports sent out that in certain 
districts no Cleveland men were present, and 
that the convention was abosolutely controlled 
by Hill men, is authoritatively denied. Each 
one of the district conventions has elected 
delegates only after a spirited contest, in 
which the Cleveland forces were duly repre- 
sented. 
The Work Up to Date. 

The result of the work of the conventions up 
to a late hour tonight give Hill 159 delegates, 
Clevoland 3, and one contested district. The 
counties which have completed their con¢ven- 
tions and selected Hill delegates are: Alle- 
ghany, 3; Beoome, 3; Cayuga, 6; Chemung, 
8; Chenango, 3; Columbia, 3; Delaware, 3;

What About the Convention? 

The all-absorbing topic of interest isthe con- 
vention, the political issues and the avail- 
ability of candidates. The consensus of opinion 
is not only that Hillis by far the strongest 
man in New York, but that by the time of the 
assembling of the national convention at 
Chicago he will be the choice of many of the 
western and southern states now in favor of 
Cleveland. It is as an official in high authority 
today stated: 

“What we wantin this state is votes, no 
matter who the presidential candidate may be— 
we want all the democratic yotes that can be 
polled. It, therefore, behooves the democratic 
party of this state to havea unity of purpose, 
to have but one candidate to present at 
Chicago. The expression of the popular choice 
within the past few days shows the improb- 
ability, if not the impossibility, of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s nomination. It isa foregone conclusion 
that New York willsend a solid Hill delega- 
tion to Chicago. It will meet other solid Hill 
delegations from other states, and the first 
ne will show a yery Jarge following for 

ill.”’ 

New York.can proudly point to her leader 
who has never known a failure, and is the 
most conspicuous figure in American polities 
today. Ifthe democratic party-is looking for 
a successful leader, it will find such a leader, 
who has taken the state of New York out of 
republican hands, in the person of Senator 
Hill. His record of economy as an executive, 
iris assiduity as a magistrate and his patriot- 
fsm and loyalty as a leader place him as a man 
of great moral courage. 

The Day Is Coming. 

The convention in this state will finish up 
its work with but little delay, as in all proba- 
bility there will be but few contested delega- 
tions, and the unanimity of choice for Hill 
will do away with any contest. The action of 
New York and Kings counties is awaited with 
& Considerable degree of interest. On Satur- 
day of this week, delegations will begin to ar- 
tive, and the active work of the delegates and 
friends of candidates will begin. 


Michigan Turning to Hill. 


WASHINGTON, February 17.—[Special. }—Mr. | 


Whiting, of Michigan, one of the most promi- 
ment democratic members of the ways and 
means Committee, returned from a visit home 
today. He says there is avery strong and 
Rtowiug Hill sentiment in his state. Cleve- 
Jand, he says, has always beén very strong 
there, and the ex-president’s friends are work- 
ing earnestly to secure the delegation to the 
national convention, but the Hill sentiment is 
towing stronger, while the Cleveland senti- 
ment becomes weaker. 

Mr. Whiting believes that a majority of the 
delegation will be Hill men, and would not be 
Surprised to see two-thirds for the New York 
senator. He says the people are beginning to 
realize that with Hill we can win.

“§TO PLANT LESS COTTON. 


What the Miasissippi Cotton Growers’ Con- 
vention Recommends. 

JACKSON, Miss., February 17.-—(Speeial.]—The 
state cotton growers’ convention was called to 
order today by Vice President J. E. Given. 

Charman. Vardaman, of the committee 
on resolutiens, brought in the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were elaborately debated 
and passed : 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this conven- 
tion that if the amount of cotton produced be re- 
duced one-fourth, the aggregate amount of mone 
received inthe south will largely inereased, 
and that a reduction in acreage in coiton wiil re- 


visions and tive stock, and thus benefit us, both 
by bringing in more money and sending out less, 

We recommend that there be a local organiza- 
tion of the said Cotton Growers’ and Merchants’ 
Association organized in every county town and 
supervisor’s district in the cotton row- 
ing region, and that the said local or- 
ganization, where possible, practically 
co-operate with any farmers’ organization 
new in existence. 

We recommend that a reduction in the acreage 
planted in cotton in 1892 bo 25 percent leas than 
planted in 1891. 

We further recommend that each and every 
planter or farmer within the said cotton growing 
states’ do plant more diversified crops, an 
especially take extraordinary precaution to the 
end that he shall produce an abundance of corn, 
meat, hay, peas, oats and such other necessaries 
for bis own and aeomes My nies pag and we 
here appeal personally and. individually 

each and every person favoring 
move to lend his aid an 
influence to further this end. 

In view of the fact that the mercantile interest 
of the south is iargely held responsibie, whether 
rightfully or not, for the planting of cotton, verg- 
ing upon the exclusion of other products, it is, 
therefore, suggested and hopefully urged upon 
thei to contribute, by their advice and in other 
sabstantial waya, to the bringing about of this 
coveted reform in our farming methods; 
and to this end we urge that the 
merchants shall refuse to supply any 
cotton grower who shall refuse to reduce 
his cotton acreage as provided in this resolution. 

It is further deemed of the greatest moment, as 
the penking institutions of the cities and towns 
of the south are eqjuaily interested in that general 
prosperity which can alone come through a change 
in Our methods, that they turn an intelligent eye 
in this direction, and contribute their quota of 
needed aid. In fact‘ we hoidit to be more em- 
phatically in the power of these two classes of our 
accncies in producing cotton, to promote and as- 
sist to a self-sustaining condition, than all others, 
and we look to them, and will hold them responsi - 
ble ina pS part, of the aims of this association 
fail, and they refnse to labor with the farmer and 
planter in this reformatory direction, 

Werecommend that all membersand delegates 
to this conventidn use their united and individuil 
efforts to carry into effect these resolutions, and 
that they urge their people at hometo assist for 
the general good the carrying outof the spirit 
and purpose of the same. 

That we recommend a thorough organization 
of the cotton growers of the United States for 
the purpose of reducing the acreage of cotton to 
such an extent as willafforda réasonable margin 
for profit above the cost of production. 

That in order to encourage such an organiza- 
tion, and to make it effective, we request the leg- 
islature toenactalaw under which the cotton 
growers may organize andadoptrules and by-laws 
tor their own government, with such powers as 
the legislature may see proper to confer.

POLICE WERE CALLED IN. 


Lively Times at a Meeting ef the Mobile 
and Ohio Stockholders. 

MobiLe£, Ala., February 17.—Today was set for 
the annnal meeting of the Mobile and Ohio Rall- 
road Company, andthe fight on the part of the 
stockholders to obtain possession of the road 
began in a lively fashion. Stockholders repre- 
senting more than a majority of the outstanding 
stock obtained an injunction from the chancery 
court here restraining the directory and officers of 
the road from refusing to accept the votes of 
stockholders at the forthcoming meeting and re- 
quiring debenture holders to accept payment for 
debentures outstanding. The amount outstand- 
ing is $62,000. Debenture hoiders, represented by 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, of New 
York, claim that by the offer to take up these 
debentures the trust lapses and they have the 
right to control the company’s affairs. ‘Today the 
directors obtained a modification of this injunc- 
tion, ‘The modified order requires that the annual 
meeting should be postponed until the points at 
issue were legally decided. In accordance with 
this the annual meeting in the main office of the 
company today was adjourned, but at noon 
there appeared PD. J. Mackey, W. J. 
Nelson and John 8. Nicholas, stockholders 
and their attorneys, who proceeded to hold a 
meeting and elect directors. They said they did 
not recognise the modified order as applying to 
them, as it was evidently directed solely to the 
present management of the road. The counsel for 
the management advised that the police be sent 
for. This was done, and the stockholders were 
asked to retire. 

The stockholders recognized that they would 
lose nothing by adjourning. as they had already 
gained a point by organizing in the main office an 
annual meeting at the time officially called for, so 
they ailjourned toa law office and completed the 
Glection of directors as follows: D. J. Mackey, 
Edward S. Knapp, Henry C. Tompkins, Thomas 
W. Evans, Harrv I. Nicholas, James C. Clark, 
Jobn H. Pratl, J. 8.

SHOT HIM IN THE BACK, 


A Tragedy at Gallatin, Tenn.—Edward 
Turpin Kills William Carter. 

GALLATIN, Tenn., February 17.— William Carter, 
the eldest son of John T. Carter, a well-known 
farmer and blooded-horse dealer, was shot about 
4 o’clock last evening and killed by Edward B. 
Turpin, a resident of this place. Turpin called 
Carter a vile name, when Carter walked toward 
him. As he got within a few yards of Turpin and 
after a few words, the latter fired at him, it is 
said, through his overcoat pocket, where he had 
his revolver concealed, the ball plowing into the 
pavement. Carter turned toescape, when Turpin 
fired into his back and, as Carter ran, shot him 
again in the back. Three shots were fired in rapid 
succession, and at the last report Carter fell for- 
ward on the street. He died in about twenty 
minutes, Turpin was immediately taken to jail. 
The killing is almost universally regarded as one 
of the most cowardly murders that has ever taken 
place in this county. 


Charged with Murder. 

MonTGomeEry, Ala., February 17.—[Special.}—A 
sensational arrest was made here this afternoon 
A noted negro, Bob Wilson, alias Buck Wilson, 
alias Shorty, has been missing since Monday 
night at 11 o’clock. He is believed by the police 
to have been murdered and thrown in the Ala- 
bama river. This afternoon James and Mike Mc- 
Hugh, brothers, who keep asuburban store, Dick 
Buchanan and two Indian boys, were arrested by 
Detectives Payne and Murphy on the charge of 
murdering the missing man. They all protest 
their innocence, but evidence has been obtained 
showing that a serious cutting affray occurred at 
the store on Monday night, and Bob Wilson was 
dragged out to the sidewalk by the two Indians. 
His body can’t be found, but it is believed to be 
in the Alabama river.

THE MISSISSIPPI APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Failure of the Postmaster General to 
Report in Favor of a Mail Subsidy 
to the Atlantic Coast Line. 


Wasnineton, February 17.—[Special.]— 
The people of Chicago have extended an invi- 
tation to the senators and representatives in 
congress to visit Chicago on next Monday and 
look at the work which has been done on the 
world’s fair grounds and buildings. The invi- 
tation has likewise been extended to the news- 
paper correspondents of Washington. 

The Chicago people always do things well 
and are going to do this up in the very best 
style. They will run one or more special 
trains, provided enough statesmen go to fill 
them. But somehow the impression has gone 
out among the members of congress‘that the 
trip is simply gotten up to make votes for the 
five-million-dollar appropriation which has 
been asked for from the government for the 
world’s fair. For this reason many members 
of congress, while they would like to visit 
Chicago and see what is being done, feel they 
cannot vote for the appropriation and, there- 
fore, cannot take advantage of the trip. 

Perhaps not more than fifty members and 
senators will take advantage of this opportu- 
nity to witness the world’s fair as it stands at 
present. 

As tothe five-million-dollar appropriation, 
itis quite safe to say that Chicago stands no 
chance whatever of getting it at this session 
of congress. The majority of the mem- 
bers of the house do not believe in appro- 
priations of this character and especially on 
the verge of a presidential campaign. It 
might be done next session, but that even is 
very doubtful. Congress, after making loans 
to the centennial and the New Orleans cotton 
exposition, became very tired of aiding exposi- 
tions, and a sentiment seems to have. gone up 
all over the country against such. 

The Chicago people fay they are going to 
make the world’s fair a success whether they 
get the government appropriation or not, but 
that with the government appropriation it 
would be made much more of a success. 
Should they fail, as they will do this session, 
they will renew their efforts at the next—the 
short session, The Chicago people have a 
little way of gotting whatever they want, and 
it is barely possible, though hardly probable, 
that they will get an appropriation of perhaps 
two or three million dollars at the short ses- 

ion. 
‘ To St. Louis via Chicago. 

Colonel Livingston and Colonel Winn are 
going out to Chicago Friday with the con- 
gressional delegation. They will then go 
down to St. Louis to the alliance convention. 

Fiftcen Million for the Mississipp!. 

The senate committee on commerce has re- 
ported a bill appropriating $15,000,000 for the 
improvement of the Mississippi river. The 
senate will probably pass this bill, for the 
senate never refuses any appropriation asked 
for atits hands. But the bill will have a very 
rough road to travel when it gets into the 
house of representatives. Fifteen million dol- 
lars is an enormous amount of money to spend 
in improving ariver. Indeed, it would seem 
that a double-track railroad could be built 
paralleling the river almost from one end to 
the other fur that amount of money. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Subsidy. 

The failure of Postmaster General Wana- 
maker torecommend to the postoflice com- 
mittee ofthe house the continuation of the 
three-hundred-thousand-dollar subsidy to the 
Atlantic Coast Line for carrying the Cuban 
mails, has led to considerable discussion. 

For ten years past the Atlantic Coast Line 
has received a subsidy of $295,000 annually for 
running a fast train over its lines to carry the 
northern mails to Tampa, Fla., and thence to 
the West Indies. This subsidy has been in 
addition to the regular amount according to 
weights paid to ruilroads for carrying the 
United States mail. There has been quite a 
protest from all the cities between Wasbing- 
ton and Tampa which are interested in this 
schedule of the Atlantic Coast Line. These 
cities believe that, if the subsidy is discon- 
tinued the fast trains will be discontinued, and 
the mail service will not be so good. 

In speaking of this matter today Second 
Assistant Postmaster General J. Lowrie Bell 
said that the Atlantic Coast Line was practi- 
cally the only railroad in this country which 
received a subsidy from the government, and 
that even subsidized as it is, it does not run as 
fast mai] schedules as the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, which is not subsidized. Mr. 
Bell saidhe thought it unfair to the other 
railroads of this country to subsidize one when 
others were equally as deserving. He does 
not believe that the discontinuation’ of the 

subsidy to the Coast Line would interfere with 

its fast schedules, because, since this subsidy 
was first given ten years ago, the business of 
the road has grown considerably, and it must 
run, to do the natural business, all the trains 
and just as fast trains as it now runs. 

Mr. Bell thinks that congress will see this 
in the same light that the department does 
and that no appropriation will be made for the 
continuation of this subsidy. 

In speaking further of the mail facilities of 
the south Mr. Bell said that no section of this 
country enjoyed better mail facilities than the 
south and southwest—that section of the coun- 
try which the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road and its connections traverse. He was 
even enthusiastic in his praise of the excellent 
management of the Richmond and Danville 
system, stating that its trains were as fast and 
regular as could be expected, even were they 
subsidized. 

Cotton Production in Alabama. 

-The census office has issued the preliminary 
statistics of cotton production in. Alabama, 
compiled by Mr. B. C. White, under the sn- 
pervision of Special Agent Hyde, in charge of 
the division of agriculture. The* acreage in 
cotton in that state in the years 1889-90 was 
2,761,771; the number of bales produced 915,- 
414, not including linters; the average yield 
per acre almost exactly one-third of a bale,and 
the total value of the crop to the producers 
$42,009,171. The figures reported at the tenth 
census for the years 1879-80 were as 
follows: Acreage, 2,330,086; number of bales, 
699,654, and yield per atre three-tenths of a 
bale. No attempt was made at the tenth 
census to ascertain the value of the cotton 
crop which it reported, but it was estimated

They Issue an Address Calling for Lower 
Wages. 

SAVANNAN, Ga., February 17.—[{Special.J—A 
number of naval stores producers were in the city 
today, and held an informal meeting for the dis- 
cussion of the business outlook and proposed a 
reduction of prices of wages paid to labor. They 
hold. that .it is absolutely necessary to reduce 
wages to meet the prevailing low prices of tur- 
pentine and rosin. This will be in accordance 
with the circular recently issued by the factors of 
Savannah and Brunswick, reading as follows: 

“The undersigned, naval stores factors, having 
had frequent consultations and considerable cor- 
respondence with producers throughout the pine 
belt on the subject of the extravagant wages 
now a. paid for turpentine labor, and the 
necessity for reducing these to meet the prevail- 
ing lew prices of turpentine and rosin, are re- 

uested by these producers to give general notice 
that they expect to reduce the price of all tact 
work 10 per cent from last year’s scale, and to ask 
that the scale so made be generally adopted.”

The scheme is to force the railroads to pay tho 
50 per cent penalty tor non-return of propecty for 
taxation when it is beyond .the pale of possibility 
for them to comply with such requirement. At 


the last moment, when the time for making tax 


returns is only two days off, the comptroller 
eneral has changed theform of return blanks 
or railroad property, and today he “sprung” the 
new ones upon the public. They require cach 
company to return the amount of its trackage, 
depots, etc., for each pete + through which it 
runs. The railroad companies say that it is a 
physical impossibility to make their return as 
thus demanded by next Saturday.

NATIONAL REAL ESTATE CONGRESS. 


About Seven Hundred Delegates in Attend- 
ance—A Visit to Belle Mead Farm. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 17.—About ‘seven 
hundred delegates to the national real estate con- 
gress met in the hall of representatives at the cap- 
itol at 11 o’clock this morning. Addresses of 
welcome were delivered by Governor Buchanan, 
Mayor Guild and George E. Armistead, secretary 
of the Commercial Ciub, and were responded to 
by Hon. J. O. Bartholewe, of Milwaukee. At noon 
the congress adjourned until evening, when a 
permanent org nization will be effected.

Provocation. 


THE INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL 


| Gives Him a Chance to Talk on Any- 


thing Else, 
RATHER THAN THE QUESTION AT ISSUE, 


Farmer Tunston, of Kansas, Engages in a 
War of Words with the 
Georgia Talker, 


WasniInGTon, February 17.—[Special.]— 
The new members of the present house are 
not at all backward. They never missan op- 
portunity to orate. The Indian appropriation 
bill was up today, and on it the new members. 
orated to their hearts’ content on all subjects 
They will go right on at the same rate tomor- 
row. While they don’t know anything about 
the needs of the Indians, and don’t care, stil! 
there are some things they know, and they 
are determined to talk oufin meeting on this 
thing. 

It Brings Out Watson. 

Colonel Watson, of Georgia, took advantage 
of the Indian bill to speak about the depressed 
condition of the people, not the Indians, but 
other people whose votes are necessary toa 
re-election. Mr. Watson isa good talker, if 
he does deal in much buncombe, but he bas 
talked so much since his advent in the halls of 
congress that he does not attract that atten- 
tion which his oratory deserves: During his 
speech he had quite alively little tilt with 
Tunston, of Kansas, which, owing to the lat- 
ter’s earnestness and persistency,created much 
Mr. Watson said that 
bis heart was bleeding with a sense of 
the distress of the people he represented, but 
his voice could never be raised in this hal 
against a fair, liberal and wise appropriation 
for the red men of the west. What his people 
wanted was not stinginess in the treatment of 
other people, but justice to themselves. Give 
them fair Jaws—laws that recognized no 
special 
privileges. 

Relerring to the agricultural interests of the 
country, he argued that the prices of products 
of the -farmers had been greatly-decreased 
owing to the financial laws now in force. 

Where Funston Comes In. 

He was frequently interrapted by Mr. Fun- 
ston, of Kansas, (whom he dubbed “Farmer 
Funston,’’) and the colloguy between the two 
gentloémen was amusing, though carried on 
amid confusion which rendered their voices 
almost indistinguishab!e. Mr. Watson de- 
clared that according to the report of the su- 
perintendent of the census every man, woman 
and child in the land was entitled to $1,000, 
but under the law money had been dumped 
in the bands of those who had special privi- 
leges. Those sectionsof the country where 
railroads thrived, where banks thrived, where 
monopolies thrived, had been built up at the 
expense of the agricultural interests. Tor the 
last twenty-five years the national banks had 
had the people’s money for 1 per cent, and had 
been making their money by lending it to the 
people, to whom it belonged, at between 8 and 
30 per cent. 

At this point Mr. Fanston again interrupted, 
and despite Mr. Watson’s refusal to yield and 
his suggestion that Mr. Funston had better re- 
sume his seat, continued to ply Mr. Watson 
with questions, much to the merriment of the 
house. 

The confusion was great, andit was in vain 
that the chairman remninded Mr. Funston that 
the gentleman from Georgia could not be in- 
terrupted without his consent. 

Mr. Funston was persistent {fn his queries, 
and nis persistency led to Mr. Watson inquir- 
ing: ‘*Who is boss, the chairman or the gen- 
tleman from Kansas ?’’ 

The National Banking Laws. 

Continuing, Mr. Watson attacked the na- 
tional banking laws, and many of his state- 
ments were contradicted by Mr. Funston. One 
of Mr. Funston’s queries was: ‘‘Does the gen- 
tleman mean to say that the government loans 
money to national banks for the purpose of 
circulation ?” 

“There is no gentleman who has heard me 
that does not understand me,” was Mr. Wat- 
son’s response. : 

“Tf you show this house,’’ continued Mr. 
Funston,§‘that the government has loaned 
one dollar to national banks for the purposes 
of circulation, I will resign my seat in flavor 
of a democrat.’’ 

“The inducement is very great,’”’ retorved 
Mr. Watson amid increased merriment. In 
conclusion Mr. Watson said that bankers, 
manufacturers and railroads had asked con- 

ress for donations. The farmers had asked 

or nothing. Class legislation had been the’ 
ruin of the country. The gentleman talked 
about the defense of the country by the con- 
struction of a navy, by the erection of forts; 
but the strongest defense the country could 
have was on the strong arms of her citizenship. 
The best bulwark of conssitutional govern- 
ment was in the hearts of the people andina 
government that recognized no special class 
or section, but did the right thing whether to 
the red man, black man or white man.

Where Mr. Hill Stands, 

The Savannah News seems inclined to 
deal fairly with the various candidates for 
the democratic nomination. In order to 
aid it in carrying out this part of its pro- 
grainme, we desire to correct the following 
piece of misinformation which we find in its 
editorial columns: 

Hi) is not in favor of the free coinage of silver. 
He doesn’t dare to say that heis. In aspeech 
that he made at Elmira not long ago he endeav- 
ored to create the impression that be wags in har- 
mony with those who are trying to bring about 
the free coinage of silver, but in a subsequent 
speech at Albany he made it quite clear that he 
Goes not think itadvisable to attempt free coin- 
age legislation at thistime, and he also raised a 
doubt in the minds of other democratic leaders 
as to whether he is an earnest believer in the 
cause of tariff reform. Ina speech in New York 
Jast Friday night Congressman Mills hinted that 
Hill wanted to take a step backward rather than 
forward so far as the tariff is concerned. 


Senator Hill’s Eimira speech was an out- 
and-out declaration in favor of the free 
coinage of silver, He took the ground that 
the melting-pot was the only test of the 
parify of the two metals, and declared that 
the free coinage of silver on equal terms 
with gold would enable the white metal to 
stand this test. He also said in his Elmira 
speech that he thought it would be best to 
pass no free coinage bill at this session, and 
he gave a very substantial reason—namely, 
that President Harrison might conclude to 
sign the bill—thus reaping some of the ad- 
yantages of it—and then employ the power 
and influence of the republican administra- 
tion to nullify it. In other words, while Mr. 
Hill isan ardent free coinage man, he would 
prefer to see silver restored to its place in 
the currency under the auspices of a friendly 
administration; he would prefer to see the 
details of its restoration arranged by the 
democrats themselves, * 

This is a mere question of policy or ex- 
pediency. Tue CONSTITUTION is not in 
favor of postponement, but this- fact does 
not prevent us from doing Mr. Hill entire 
justice in the matter. He would prefer to 
see the democrats reap all thé party ad- 
vantage that may grow out of the restora- 
tion of silver as a money metal. 

The News quotes from Mr. Mills to show 
that Mr. Hill wants ‘‘to take a step back- 
ward rather than forward so far as the tariff 
isconcerned.’’ There is nothing whatever 
in Mr. Mills’s remark. It has no basis in 
fact. Mr. Hill suggested that the demo- 
crats in congress should move for the repeal 
of the two McKinley laws in response to the 
overwhelming “demands of the people in 
1890.

He simply did 
the reverse of the scriptural injunction, ‘cease to 
do. evil and learn to do well,” and his “being 
brough into contact with the world” had nothing 
to do with it. The farmer was simply an unwise 
one who did not know how to make the most of 
his improved opportunities. No man is made 
poor by being brought in contact with the world 
if he has a good, unencumbered, well-stocked 
farm as his capital and good hard horse sense in 
his head.

The Matter of Selecting a Jail and Court- 
house Site Unsettled. 


THE INWAN PROPERTY NOT PURCHASED. 


And It Now Looksasif There Will Be No 
New Courthouse, butan Addition 
Built to the Old One, 


The plan to erect a four-hundred-thousand- 
dollar courthouse on the Inman lot went 
up in smoke yesterday afternoon. 

It was the decree of a majority of the 
county commissioners and the grand jury 


committee. 

The indications now are: 

That there will be no new courthouse at 
all; and probably no new jail. 

The remedy for the present cramped condi- 
tion of things is to build an addition to the 
courthouse. 

And make the jail sufficient to accommo- 
date the state prisoners by disposing of the 
United States prisoners. 

The Meeting in Detail. 

The meeting of the county commissioners 
yesterday afternoon was one of the most in- 
teresting ones ever held by that body. 

It began at 4 four o’clock and ended ata 
quarter-past 6; and there was not a dull 
moment during the entire session. 

When the meeting was called to order Chair- 
man Hunnicutt was standing at the end of the 
long table, and around him was the committee 
of lawyers and judges, the commissioners and 
the grand jury committee. 

Those present were: Judge George Hill- 
yer, Judge Van Epps, Mr. W. J. Garrett, 
Mr. N. J. Hammond, Judge Join Hopkins, 
Judge T. P. Westmareland, Mr. Ed. C. 
Peters, Mr. James Rh. Wylie, Dr. J.W. Nelms, 
Captain Harry Jackson, Mr. E. P. Cham- 
berlin, Mr. Pryor L. Mynatt, Dr. H. L. Wil- 
son, Mr. Charies A. Collier, and Mr. Green 
T. Dodd. 

‘‘Ttis unnecessary,’’ Chairman Hunnicutt be- 
gan, ‘to explain to you gentlemen the object 
of this meeting. We all understand. I have 
here a number of propositions to the commis- 
sioners from parties who own property, which 
would nak suitable sites for a courthouse and 
jail. 

“We have been offered the property at 158 
Washingten street and the property on

The committee of judges and lawyers then 
retired, and the commissioners and grand 
jury committee held a short meeting. 

Getting Down to Work. 


Mr. Garrett was opposed to the new court- 
house. First and last it would cost the county 
a cool million, he said. 

‘*We have started into this thing all wrong,’’ 
said Mr. Collier. “This body has all the re- 
sponsibility forits actions to bear. We called 
in a number of gentlemen—all good men-~but 
whose business judgment don’t count. They 
will have none of the responsibility of our ac- 
tions on their shoulders.’’ 

Mr. Nelnis wanted to know what was going 
to be done about the site. 

‘Well,’ said Chairman Hunnicutt, "Mr. 
Inman has notitied me that his option is out 
Saturday. If we don’t take it before then, 
why we lose the chance of it. Mr. Inman pro- 
poses that if it is accepted that it be subject to 
the ratification of the new grandjury. If they 
don’t ratify it, it will be declared of.”

The gentiemen all reached for their hats. 

“IT want tosay,” said Chairman Hunnicutt, 
‘that I have worked for two years on this 
plan, believing it to be the best interest of the 
county. Ihave been voted down and submit, 
as iny feelings will best admit. But I want to 
say to you, geutiemen, that in five years from 
now you cannot purchase the Inman property 
for a haif miliion.’’ 

Dr. Neims’s Resolution. 

Mr. Nelmsthen introduced the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, The present conrthouse, aS now con- 
Structed, is not sufficient to meet the demands of 
the publicand should be enlarged; 

Whereas, it is made the duty of the county 
commissioners to attend to all matters pertaining 
to the good of Fulton county coming uuader their 
jurisdiction ; ani, 

Whereas, it is the duty of the aforesaid county 
commissioners to look well to and guard closely 
the interests of the people; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we will cause to be erected upon 
the vacant lot, belonging to the county, adjacent 
to the courthouse, a suitabie addition to the 
building thereon that will answer all demands of 
the public and give to the people the cost of a 
new site and the additional risk of loss by reason 
of sale of the courthouse grounds belonging to the 
county. 

‘Las that on the table,”’ said Mr. Garrett, 
‘twe have done enough today.”’ 

“All right,’’ saideMr. Nelms. 

The meeting then adjourned subject to the 
call of the chairman. 

‘It looks like the old courthouse,”’ said the 
commissioners as they came out.

Randolph fled and for several years nothing 
was heard of his whereabouts. A few weeks 
ago the sheriff heard that Randolph was in 
Atlanta, and he came and made a vigorous 
search forhim He failed to get his man and 
Patrolman Mehaffey took up the work where 
the shériff left off. 

Yesterday morning the officer found the ne- 
gro down on Decatur street. He gave his 
name as Josh Randolph and his former home 
as Jefferson county, and then stated that he 
was last there ‘‘’long about Christmas four 
years ago.”” That alltallied very nicely and 
there is no doubt that he’s the man who is 
wanted. 

But the peculiar part of the story is the fact 
that the negro has been hiding in and about 
Atlanta all the while and has succeeded in 
eluding the police for just fifty months. 

Randolph is middle aged and has the appear- 
ance of a colored preacher. He states in regard 
to the murder thatit was his brother 
who did fit, and the perpetration of the crime 
had been thrown upon him.

Rates to Athens, Elberton and Other 
Points to Be Reduced. 


THE SHORT LINE WILL MAKE THEM, 


Some of the Passenger Association’s Mem- 
bers Favor Abolishing the As- 
sistant Commissionership. 


The opening of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern from Atlanta north will bring about 
& revision of rates toa number of local points 
by competing lines. Athens, Elberton, Abbe- 
ville and Greenwood are such points. Being 


the shortest route from Atlanta to the towns 


named, the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
will make the rate. 

Traffic Manager O. B. Smith, of the Sea- 
board line, has been in Atlanta two or three 
days but no arrangement has been made about 
the rates yet. The Richmond and Danville 
would like him to accept such rates as are 
already established, but he says that having 
the shortest line he will base his rates on the 
mileage of his road and competing roads can 
come to hischarges. 

Athens is a competitive point for the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the Georgia road. 
The distance by Lula is twenty or thirty miles 
shorter than by Union Point. The passenger 
rate from Atlanta is $3.60 by both roads. 
There is a shorter route than by Lula or Union 
Point, and that is to Madison over the Georgia 
road and thence to Athens by the Macon and 
Northern, which is controlled by the Rich- 
mond and Danville. But the Georgia road 
will not work business on a joint rate by Madi- 
son. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern wi!l bo 
the shortest of all the routes between Atlanta 
and Athens, only sixty-nine miles, as against 
105 by the Richmond and Danville and 130 by 
the Georgia. So the compromise rate of $3.60 
will certainly be cut away down. Indeed, 
one or both of the old roads may with- 
draw rates between Athens and Atlanta. This 
is merely a possibility. ,When the Georgia 
Southern aud Florida road was opened from 
Macon south, old rates between Macon and 
Florida by other routes were revised and some 
rates were taken off. And when the South 
Bound was opened from Savannah to Colum- 
bia, S. C., last fall, the rate between the two 
cities by way of Charleston was taken off, and 
the Richmond and Danville reduced its 
charges, As the policy of the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern will be to make new rates 
based on its milage competing lines will have 
to meet its figures or give up the business. 

Elberton will be acompeting point from 
Atlanta. First-class passenger fare by the 
Richmond and Danville from Atlanta is 
$4.50. That will come down to something 
like three dollars. To Greenwood the fare is 
$6.05. Bythe new line it will be considera- 
bly less. 

This new road will bring Atlanta a great 
deal of new retail business at the expense of 
the towns along the line. A largoamount of 
business which is done with the interior mer- 
chants will come to Atlanta. 

May Abolish It. 

The assistant commisssionership of the South- 
ern Passenger Assoc‘ation may be settled in an 
unexpected way. 

After a little while there may be no such posi 
tion. Things are expected to remain as they are 
until the next meeting of thé association, April 
Sth. Some of the officials who attended Tuesday’s 
meeting had an ideathat money could be saved 
by dispensing with the office. When Co!onel 
Stah!iman was elected commissionér of the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association his salary 
was made 15,000 a year, which is $5,000 
more than Colonel Carter received. Colonel 
Stahlman is familiar with both passenger 
and freight traffic and it is said that 
there was some sort of an understanding that he 
v:ight be called on to perform the duties of both 
offices for that salary. 

Theidea seems to have been to give him the 
salary of both places forthe work*of both. The 
secretary of the passonger association gets $2,400 
aver. A secretary is required, but there has been 
talk of reducing the salary. 

A food authority says that General Passenzer 
Agent Atmore, of the Louisville and Nashville, 
docs not want to be assistant commissioner. 


Savannah to Memphis. 

H.R. Plant will have work resumed on the 
Montgomery, Tuscaloosa and Memphis and it will 
be completed to Tuscaloosa. All but eight or ten 
miles of the grading is done. Work was s6us- 

ended several months ago for lack of money, A 
arge quantity of rails and crossties has been dis- 
tributed along the line. This road will be another 
link in the Plant system which is reaching out for 
western traffic on its own accord. The Savannah, 
Florida and Western and the Alabama Midland 
give the Plant systema line from Savannah to 
Montgomery. 

The consolidation” of the Terminal ty ese 
and the probable combination between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and other roads, force Mr. 
Plant to get connections of his own to the west or 
be hampered by strong competitors,

The Olcott committee’s report is looked for any 
day now. Itmay be made public today. The con- 
solidation of the East Tennessee, the Richmond 
and Danville and the Central of Georgia into one 
system is accepted as the basis of the plans. This 
system will probably be cut into three divisions 
but with one set of general officers. 

Railroad men have been doing considerable 
guessing about the plans and they figure it out 
this way: » The Richmond and nville will be 
one division, the Central of Geor. another and 
the East Tennessee and the Queen and Crescent 
the third. It was reported yesterday that big 
blocks of securities in these companies had been 
exchanged fur the securities of the new company 
which is to take the place of the Richmond 
Terminal.

Darling Brothers, Contractors for the 


Grady Hospital. 
LIABILITIES $175.000, ASSETS $200,000. 


They Owe Little in Georgia, and Every 
Dollar of That Will Be Paid, 
Work Under the Assignee. 


No little commotion has been caused’ by the 
assignment of oneof the largest building con- 
cerns operating in the state. 

The failure of Darling Bros., contractors 
for the Grady hospital and other large build- 


~ings in Georgia, though not likely to interfere | 


with the construction they have under way in 
this state, is one to be regretted, because of 
the high character of their work. 

Within the past two years they have con- 
tracted for about $130,000 of buildings in 
Georgia, and the work is nearly all complete. 
They owe comparatively little in this state, 
and every dollar of that will be paid. ‘The 
Georgia assets aro larger than the 
liabilities in this state, and have 
been separately assigned to Mr. J. 
C. White, the Atlanta representative of the 
firm, for liquidation of the debts in this state, 
the surplus then to go into the general assets 
of the concern. 

The tirm of Darling Bros., Worcester, Mass., 
becaine known to tho Atlanta public nearly 
two years ago when the coniract for 
the Gra:ly hospital waslettothem, They had 
been engaged in “the lumber business at 
Worcester some yoars, when they went into 
a general contracting business six years ago, 
and | began to push out into other states. In 
the six years since then they have completed 
contracts exceeding two miilion dollarsin value 
and have under way at present several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of work. ‘Their con- 
tracts in Georgia have all been made in the 
last twogears, and nearly all the work has 
been finished. Itincludes the Grady hospital 
contract, $65,000, now about done; Captain 
W. G. Kaout’s residence on Peac htroe, $22,000, 


tobe completed by the 15th of March; a |} 


doubie house for Mrs. H. W. Grady on Court- 
land avenue, $5,000, completed ; repairs of the 
Atlanta M todical college, $2,200, completed, 
and general office building of ‘tho Georgia 
railroad at Augusta, $35,000, two-thirds done. 
The Grady hospital will be done in a few days 
and the amount due,according to Mr. White,is 
$7,200, on Mr. KRaoul’s§ house $7,000, 
on Mr Dan Harris’s house $1,250. 
On ths Georgia railroad building they 
have roceived $17,000 and the contract for 
$35,000 is two-thirds completed. It is said that 
the firs: owes about ten thousand dollars in 
this state. 

**The Georgia creditors are in luck,” said 
Mr. White. ‘‘They will get every dollar due 
them.”’ Ho also said he had a letter from the 
senior member of the firm of Darling Bros., 
saying that arrangements had been made to 
complete some heavy contracts under way in 
New England. Mr. Darling wrote further, 
that the creditors were very kindly disposed 
and from tiis letter it appeared that the meet- 
ing with the creditors at Worcester on the 
16th would result in an arrangement by which 
the business would goon. However that ma 
be, the Georgia assignee, Mr. J.C. White, wil 
goon and complete the work under contract 
in this state, and settlements will be made 
with Lim.
